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Flu shots 
widely 
available

Feeling a winter chill? Although it may 
be impossible to be prepared for every- 
thing, local health department officials say 
that there’s no reason why Crawford 
County residents should need to suffer from 
the most common strain of the flu this sea- 
son. 

In Michigan, influenza season begins in 
October and generally tends to peak mid- 
winter, 

According to an article published in the 
April 18, 2008, edition of the New York 
Times, 200,000 people are hospitalized and 
36,000 people die in the United States each 
year from the flu. — 

Crowded schools are a common place for 
the virus to spread. Hope College in 
Holland temporarily cancelled classes in 
response to an outbreak last month. These 
kinds of outbreaks are not surprising to 
health officials, considering that a single 
sneeze can launch germs as far as 40 feet. 

Despite the fact that preliminary 
statewide statistics indicate that instances 
of the flu are down from this time last year, 
Ann Young of the Crawford County Health 
Department said that yearly immunizations 
are always worthwhile, especially for kids. 

“There’s no reason why a child should 
ever go without being vaccinated,” said 
Young. 

The health department administered 
around 600 flu shots last year. Despite 
nationwide concerns about flu vaccine 
shortages a few years ago, Young does not 
anticipate any similar issues this season.

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Lovells Township Fire 
Department nets grant

The Lovells Township Fire 
Department was awarded a 
federal grant to help. boost 
communication for volunteer 
firefighters and emergency 
responders. 

The Lovells Township Fire 
Department reccived a 
$56,330 grant from the U.S. 


Department of Homeland 
Securily’s Federal 
Emergency Management 


Agency. The grant came 


through the Assistance to 
Firefighters program, 

The grant will be used to 
purchase six mobile 800 
megahertz radios for fire 
trucks and ambulances. A 
dozen portable 800 mega- 
hertz radios will also be pur- 
chased with the grant dollars. 
There are currently 12 volun- 
teer firefighters and emer- 
gency responders that serve 
the Lovells Township Fire 
Department, Finally, an 800 
megahertz base radio, which 


will be kept at the Lovells 
Township Fire Department, 
will also be purchased with 
the grant. 

Gary Lewicki, the fire 
chief for the Lovells 
Township Fire Department, 
said the new radios will 
replace high-band models 
(hat are nearing |0-years-old. 
The department handles an 
average of 60 medical runs 
and 20 fire runs per year. 

“Being in a rural area, 
we're hoping that the 800 
megahertz. radios will 
improve communication with 
dispatch and amongst our- 
selves,” Lewicki said. “With 
the high-band system, it’s 
been kind of hit or miss.” 

The State of Michigan 
implemented technology and 
erected the towers for the 800 
megahertz radio system in 
northern Michigan in 2000. 
The entire state was covered 
with the high tech emergency 
system in 2002, which allows 
firefighters and emergency 
personnel to communicate

MICHIGANIANS ARE 
caught in an intensifying 
cauldron of economic prob- 
lems these days. 

It’s bad enough that we’ve 
been undergoing a one-state 
recession for many months 
- Michigan’s unemploy- 
ment rate has reached dou- 
ble digits — but the actual 
existence of Michigan’s life- 
blood job provider since 
most of us can remember 
may be in serious jeopardy. 

General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler need money, and 
need it fast. The three com- 
panies are asking the federal 
government ~ that is, the 
taxpayers — for a loan of $25 
billion to help them turn the 
corner. So far, Congress - 
the custodian of the taxpay- 
ers” money — has turned a 
cold shoulder to the request. 

Without an immediate 
infusion of cash, we are 
told, GM could run out of 
operaling money before 
year end. Ford and Chrysler 
have indicated they can last 
a few weeks longer, but they 
will need operating cash, 
too. 

Many competent voices 
have suggested the govern- 
ment should keep hands off, 
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Auto company woes resound throughout country 


and if bankruptcy and clo- 
sures follow, then so be it; 
that’s the way of our free 
entefprise system, which 
has permitted the auto com- 
panies to grow and prosper 
all these years. 

That may be fine for 
economists and professors 
and other big thinkers to 
propose, but to those who 
depend on auto company 
‘checks to put food on the 
table, that line of reasoning 
is not very reassuring. 

a 

IT’S DIFFICULT to 
digest the reality that one or 
more of our Big Three 
automakers may go out of 
business, let alone that all 
three are in serious dollar 
trouble. 

Figures fly. all over the 
place about the potential 
economic impact of auto 
manufacture deaths or 
downsizing. 

According to figures 
printed recently in the New 
York Times, 250,000 direct 
auto company jobs are in 
peril, along with 750,000 
other jobs involved in pro- 
viding materials, parts and 
services to the manufactur- 
ing plants. 
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Every: main street in 
America will be hit, too, 
considering that many home 
town communities house 
smaller plants that supply ail 
sorts of materials and ser- 
vices to the Big Three auto 
builders. . 

A further and deeper hit 
would occur if all the local- 
ly owned and operated car 
dealerships which sell and 
service American made 
vehicles should follow the 
fate of the auto makers. 

Then there are the busi- 
nesses that supply goods 
and services to those who 
would lose their auto-related 
jobs — restaurants, retail 


stores, personal services, 
and the Itke. 
The economic ripple 


effect could bring total job 
losses to 2.5 million across 
the country. That’s big trou- 
ble. 

* * * 

TOP BRASS at General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler — 
arm in arm with the presi- 
dent of the UAW which rep- 
resents workers at all three 
companies ~ went to 
Congress with hat in hand in 
November, asking for a $25 
billion loan for immediate 


operating capital. 

Their request immediate- 
ly became wrongly identi- 
fied by the public as another 
“bailout” similar to the bil- 
lions of dollars being doled 
out by the US treasury to 
banks, insurance companies, 
and other financial institu- 
tions. The auto deal would 
be a loan, to be repaid, and 
not a give away of taxpayer 
dollars. 

Several members of 
Congress seemed to delight 
in taunting the executives 
about how they got to 
Washington — each came in 
his own company jet — and 
in how much money they 
were being paid already, and 
how come with those big 
salaries they can’t figure out 
some way to make a profit. 

So the politicians 
demanded specific plans on 
how the companies plan to 
spend the $25 billion and 
what they will do to become 
profitable. Then, the politi- 
cians said, they will decide 
what to do for the troubled 
auto industry — if anything. 

According to printed 
reports, the plans may 
include such steps as 
restructuring present debt 


to the | 


schedules, cutting white col- 
lar jobs, eliminating some 
car models, even reducing 
executive pay and bonus 
systems. GM already has 
made Tiger Woods a promo- 
tional casualty and GM 
Super Bow] advertising has 
been canceled. 


The UAW has announced. 


willingness to’reopen its 
contracts to see if satisfacto- 
ry savings can be found. 

The plans are being sub- 
mitted this week, with con- 
gressional reaction, action, 
or inaction to follow. 

* * * 

IN MY VIEW, only one 
answer makes sense, and 
that is to approve the loan. 
The impact of the auto 
industry on people across 
the country is too severe to 
jeopardize. 

A few points to keep in 
mind while these decisions 
develop in coming days: 

~ Although Ford, General 
Motors and Chrysler are act- 
ing in concert in seeking 
$25 billion, their individual 


‘needs are different, and their 


recovery plans will be dif- 
ferent. 

— The three companies 
remain competitors, and 


pers. 


will continue to compete 
with each other, as well as 
with the other foreign-based 
car makers, many of which 


also employ thousands of 


workers within the United 
States. - 

— The crisis in the auto 
industry has been develop- 
ing for some time, and the 
nation’s current credit and 
financial problems make it 
much worse. The auto crisis 
is nota short term problem, 
and a $25 billion loan is not 
along term answer. 

— Regardless of what hap- 
pens in Washington, it is 
doubtful that all three 
American car makers will 
survive. In fact, Chrysler 


already has been studying 


its business future, including 
discussions a few months 
ago with GM about possibly 
merging efforts in some 
way. The Big Three likely 
will become the Big Two in 
the not too distant future, 
with Ford and GM the likely 
survivors.

No child left behind ... except for kids with dyslexia Conindaiiy 


To the editor: 

It was an epiphany! We 
looked for the missing piece 
to the puzzle for a decade, 
and the answer was sudden- 
ly right there on 
www. BrightSolutions.US, a 
Web site my daughter visit- 
ed because her youngest son 
complained of reading prob- 
lems he has having. She was 
looking to help Nolan, but 
found out by accident that 
Zachary, Nolan’s older 
brother and our 7th grade 
“ouzzle” child, had almost 
all the classic symptoms and 
warning signs of dyslexia 

‘and dysgraphia. This Web 

site gave us answers to all of 
Zachary’s problems he’d 
been suffering with since 
preschool and how to help 
retrain his brain with special 
reading and spelling pro- 
grams geared to dyslexic 
students. 

However, we found there 
are no protocols mandated 
by the State of Michigan to 
test for dyslexia in the 
school system or to provide 
adequate reading and 
spelling programs as a class- 
room accommodation 
appropriate to address these 
learning problems. 

Dyslexia is a language 
processing disorder, an oral 
and written receptive and 
expressive language learn- 
ing disability that also 
impacts directionality and 
the ability to memorize ran- 
dom facts, 

Dyslexia is inherited, It 
can range from mild to pro- 


found, Warning signs of 


dyslexia start to appear as 
early as age one. 

A child can be accurately 
tested for dyslexia as early 
as age five. It ts not rare. It 
affects 20 percent of our 
population, which is one out 


of five. It is the most com- 
mon reason a child will 
struggle with spelling, writ- 
ing and eventually with 
reading. 

Children with dyslexia 
can read, but they have to 
use different strategies to 
help them pet by. Those 
strategies will fail them by 
third to fourth grade, if not 
sooner, and their academic 
marks may begin a down- 
ward spiral, 

The National Institute of 
Health has been studying 
dyslexia for more than 25 
years. Doctors and educa- 
tors have known about 
dyslexia since the 1930s. 

Dyslexia is a specific 
learning disability that is 
neurological in origin. It is 
characterized by difficulties 
with accurate and/or fluent 
word recognition and by 
poor spelling and decoding 
abilities. These difficulties 
typically result from a 
deficit in the phonological 
component of language that 
is often unexpected in rela- 
tion to other cognitive abili- 
ties and the provision of 
effective classroom instruc- 
tion. 

Secondary consequences 
may include problems in 
reading comprehension and 
reduced reading experience 
that can impede growth of 
vocabulary and background 
knowledge. 

The reading, spelling and 
writing failure caused by 
dyslexia is preventable and 
fixable, by teaching them an 
Orton-Gillingham — based 
system (which has' been in 
use since the 1930s), This 
system is readily available in 
many programs. Teachers 
can apply for grants to get 
these programs without cost 
to them, er 
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As you can see, dyslexia 
has been in the education 
vocabulary for a long time, 
but it seems the best that 


Michigan schools can offer . 
is to refer a child through the 


State’s Special Education 
Department ... and that is not. 
enough. 

Dyslexic children, for the 
most part, are not mentally 
or physically challenged ‘or 
slow. Quite to the contrary 
they may test as bright. 
Teachers and tutors instead 
need to address the specific 
icarning problems of dyslex- 
ia and provide adequate 
reading and spelling pro- 
grams to retrain the brain. 

The State of Michigan 
needs to find these children 
through testing specific to 
dyslexia and then implement 
the programs. 

These students continue to 
be ignored and fal! through. 
the cracks of Michigan’s 
current educational system, 
in spite of and contrary to 
the No Child Left Behind 
Act. 

What happens when chil- 
dren are, unsuccessful in 
attaining grade level status 
in reading and spelling? Ina 
realistic case scenario, they 
are deemed a hopeless fail- 
ure and are blindly pushed 
from grade to grade. And, 
when the frustration reaches 


its limit, they quit. They 
become = high — school 
dropouts. 


We need to find these chil- 
dren, test them and get them 
back on track with the right 
curriculum. — 

These children may not be: 
able to achieve a high school 
diploma because they cannot 
fulfill the current mandates 
newly imposed by the State 
of Michigan, which are 
intensely geared to the col- 
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lege-bound student. How 
can a child study a foreign 
language when he or she, 
cannot even cepe with the 
English language? 

How can a child achieve 
success with algebra when 
one cannot even memorize 
math facts or formulas? 

How can they learn histo- 
ry, science and economics 
when they cannot read suffi- 
ciently to comprehend 
them? Many dyslexic chil- 
dren can’t, 

If what our family experi- 
enced in our research thus 
far is the “status quo,” then 
the State of Michigan needs 
to “kick things up a notch” 
to meet the needs of its 
schoo! children with dyslex- 
ia so that no child is left 
behind. 

Texas has a wonderful 
program for dyslexic stu- 
dents. Colorado — and 
Mississippi have recently 


‘passed legislation as well. 


And, if they can do it, then 
so can Michigan. 

Please join me on a mis- 
sion for change. Write to 
our governor and legislators. 
Write to the Michigan 
Department of Education. 
Write to the schools, public 
and private. We need an 
education bili passed imme- 
diately. 

Our dyslexic kids, no mat- 
ter how young or how old, 
desperately need these test- 
ing protocols and special 
curriculums, We need to 
give them hope for the 
future,

The Internal Revenue 
Service is looking for 7,831 
Michiganians who are miss- 
ing more than $4.9 million 
in economic stimulus pay- 
ments and tax refund checks 
that were returned by the 
U.S. Postal Service due to 
mailing address errors. 
Nationwide, the IRS has 
more than 279,000 econom- 
ic stimulus checks totaling 
about $163 million and 
more than 104,000 regular 
refund checks totaling about 
$103 million. 

“We very. much want to 
get this money into the 
hands of taxpayers where it 
belongs,” said IRS 
Spokesperson, Luis D.

With the heavy snowfall 
late last week. and into the 
weekend, park staff may 
have opened more trails 
before this goes to press.

Each vaccination is~ only 
good for one season. 

‘There is plenty of flu 
(vaccine) this year ... more 
than enough to meet any 
demand there would be,” 
said Young. “Every year 
they keep expanding the 
recommendations.” 

Flu shots do more than 
"just protect the person who 
receives the immunization. 
They also make it impossi- 
ble for the immunized per- 
son to infect others. This 
can be especially valuable 
for protecting the elderly, 
who can be particularly vul- 
nerable to the flu. 

“Do it for those around 
you,” said Young. 

Because it takes some 
time for symptoms to 
appear, someone can be 
infected with the influenza 
virus without realizing it. 

Flu shots are available to 
adults for $26. Although not 
all insurance plans will 
cover flu shots, Medicade 
does. The Federal govern- 
ment is currently paying for 
flu vaccinations for all chil- 
dren under age 18. Shots 
are available for children for 
a small administrative fee at 
the health department.

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Michigan revises emerald 
ash borer quarantine 


The Michigan 
Department of Agriculture 
(MDA) today revised its 
emerald ash borer quaran- 
tine to consolidate all 68 
contiguous counties of the 
Lower Peninsula into one 
quarantine level — effective 
immediately. MDA, how- 
ever, ts asking travelers not 
to move firewood to help 
prevent the artificial spread 
of other exotic and devas- 
tating insects like the gypsy 
moth. The ban on moving 
firewood across the 
Mackinac Bridge remains 
in effect. As part of the 
amendment, Delta and 
Schoolcraft counties in the 
Upper Peninsula (U.P.) 
were also added to the

EAB interior quarantine. 

“MDA remains commit- 
ted to protecting the ash 
resource in the U.P. from 
the artificial spread of EAB 
and this amendment simply 
allows us to focus our 
attention there,’ said Ken 
Rauscher, MDA’s Pesticide 
and Plant Pest 
Management Division 
Director. “Although, travel- 
ers are now able to freely 
move firewood in the 
Lower Peninsula, we are 
urging them not to do so as 
there are several other inva- 
sive insects - such as the 
Asian longhorned beetle 
and the sirex woodwasp - 
that can hitch a ride on it. 
Please continue to only use 
local sources of firewood, 
burn all you buy, and don’t 
take any unused firewood 
back home or to the next 
location.” 


“Campers and hunters 


are reminded to purchase

The Delta County quar- 
antine is divided into two 
levels; the townships of 
Garden, Fairbanks and 
Nahma are designated as 
Quarantine Level II, and

The Schoolcraft County

The movement of hard- 
wood firewood and other 
regulated material out of 
quarantine Level I] and Ill 
areas is prohibited, though 
regulated articles may 
move from Level HI into 
Level HU.

ash trees. In ifs larval stage, 
EAB feeds undetected 
under the bark of ash trees, 
disrupting water and nutri- 
ent flow and ultimately 


. killing the trees in three to 


four years. First discovered 
in 2002, the borer is 
responsible for the death or 
damage of approximately 
35 million ash trees in the 
Lower Peninsula. 
Individuals or businesses 
found violating the state’s 
EAB quarantine are subject 
to fines ranging from 
$1,000 to $250,000 and jail 
time of up to five years for 
moving regulated ash mate- 
rials, including firewood.

Michigan has climbed to a 
17th ranking in the 2008 
State New Economy Index, 
up from a position of 34th 
just nine years ago, accord- 
ing to a report released 
Tuesday. 

Only one other state has 
experienced a greater rise — 
Rhode Island moved from 
29th to I[th in the same 
amount of time. 

“In spite of the current 
economic turmoil with the 
automotive industry, 
Michigan’s new ranking is 
positive and encouraging,” 
said Rex LaMore, director of 
the MSU Center for 
Community and Economic 
Development. 

“The changes brought by 
digital technologies. and 
innovation-driven economics 
are the future of the state in 
the global economy. And, it 
is important to know we can 
compete successfully with 
other states and regions 


across the globe.” 

The State New Economy 
Index is generated by the 
Information Technology and 


Innovation Foundation 
(ITIF) and the Ewing Marion 
Kauffman Foundation. 


States are ranked according 
to how their. economies are 
structured and their ability to 
compete nationally and 
globally. 

Five categories are evalu- 
ated using 29 indicators 
including knowledge jobs, 
globalization, economic 


‘dynamism, transformation to 


a digital economy and tech- 
nological innovation capaci- 
ly. 

LaMore also notes that the 
MSU Center for Community 
and Economic Development 
recently started a federally- 
funded project working with 
three northern Michigan 
regional planning . agencies 
that will use some State New 
Economy Index measures.
